They’re back with a new concept; 
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From Front

Less than two months after 
he pleaded guilty to storm- 
ing the U.S. Capitol, Texas 
resident Daniel Goodwyn 
appeared on Tucker Carl- 
son’s then-Fox News show 
and promoted a website 
where supporters could do- 
nate money to Goodwyn 
and other rioters whom the 
site called “political prison- 
ers.” 
The 
Justice 
Department 
now wants Goodwyn to 
give up more than $25,000 
he raised — a clawback 
that is part of a growing 
effort by the government 
to prevent rioters from be- 
ing able to personally profit 
from participating in the 
attack that shook the foun- 
dations of American de- 
mocracy. 
An Associated Press review 
of court records shows that 
prosecutors in the more 
than 1,000 criminal cases 
from Jan. 6, 2021, are in- 
creasingly asking judges 
to impose fines on top of 
prison sentences to offset 
donations from supporters 
of the Capitol rioters. 
Dozens 
of 
defendants 
have set up online fundrais- 
ing appeals for help with 
legal fees, and prosecutors 
acknowledge there’s noth- 
ing wrong with asking for 
help for attorney expenses. 
But the Justice Department 
has, in some cases, ques- 
tioned where the money is 
really going because many 
of those charged have had 
government-funded legal 
representation. 
Most of the fundraising ef- 
forts appear on GiveSend- 
Go, which bills itself as “The 
#1 Free Christian Fundrais- 
ing Site” and has become 
a haven for Jan. 6 defen- 
dants barred from using 
mainstream crowdfunding 
sites, including GoFundMe, 
to raise money. The rioters 
often proclaim their inno- 
cence and portray them- 
selves as victims of gov- 
ernment oppression, even 
as they cut deals to plead 
guilty and cooperate with 
prosecutors. 
Their fundraising success 


suggests that many people 
in the United States still view 
Jan. 6 rioters as patriots and 
cling to the baseless belief 
that Democrats stole the 
2020 presidential election 
from Donald Trump. The for- 
mer president himself has 
fueled that idea, pledg- 
ing to pardon rioters if he is 
elected. 
Markus Maly, a Virginia 
man scheduled to be sen- 
tenced next month for 
assaulting police at the 
Capitol, raised more than 
$16,000 from an online 
campaign that described 
him as a “January 6 P.O.W.” 
and asked for money for his 
family. Prosecutors have 
requested a $16,000-plus 
fine, noting that Maly had 
a public defender and did 
not owe any legal fees. 
“He should not be able 
to use his own notoriety 
gained in the commission 
of his crimes to ‘capitalize’ 
on his participation in the 
Capitol breach in this way,” 
a prosecutor wrote in court 
papers. 
So far this year, prosecu- 
tors have sought more than 
$390,000 in fines against at 
least 21 riot defendants, in 
amounts ranging from $450 
to more than $71,000, ac- 
cording to the AP’s tally. 
Judges 
have 
imposed 
at least $124,127 in fines 
against 33 riot defendants 
this year. In the previous 
two years, judges ordered 


more than 100 riot defen- 
dants to collectively pay 
more than $240,000 in fines. 
Separately, judges have or- 
dered hundreds of convict- 
ed rioters to pay more than 
$524,000 in restitution to the 
government to cover more 
than $2.8 million in damage 
to the Capitol and other 
Jan. 6-related expenses. 
More rioters facing the 
most serious charges and 
longest prison terms are 
now 
being 
sentenced. 
They tend to also be the 
prolific fundraisers, which 
could help explain the re- 
cent surge in fines requests. 
Earlier this month, the judge 
who sentenced Nathan- 
iel DeGrave to more than 
three years in prison also or- 
dered him to pay a $25,000 
fine. 
Prosecutors 
noted 
that the Nevada resident 
“incredibly” 
raised 
over 
$120,000 in GiveSendGo 
fundraising campaigns that 
referred to him as “Beijing 
Biden’s political prisoner” in 
“America’s Gitmo” — a ref- 
erence to the Guantana- 
mo Bay detention center. 
“He did this despite seek- 
ing to cooperate with the 
government and admitting 
he and his co-conspirators 
were guilty since at least 
November 2021,” a pros- 
ecutor wrote. 
Lawyer William Shipley, who 
has represented DeGrave 
and more than two dozen 
other Jan. 6 defendants, 


said he advises clients to 
avoid raising money under 
the auspices of being a po- 
litical prisoner if they intend 
to plead guilty. 
“Until they admit they com- 
mitted a crime, they’re 
perfectly entitled to shout 
from the rooftops that the 
only reason they’re being 
held is because of poli- 
tics,” Shipley said. “It’s just 
First Amendment political 
speech.” 
Shipley said he provided 
the judge with documenta- 
tion showing that DeGrave 
raised 
approximately 
$25,000 more than what he 
paid his lawyers. 
“I’ve never had to do it un- 
til these cases because I’ve 
never had clients that had 
third-party fundraising like 
this,” Shipley said. “There’s 
a segment of the popu- 
lation that is sympathetic 
toward the plight of these 
defendants.” 
GiveSendGo 
co-founder 
Heather Wilson said her 
site’s decision to allow legal 
defense funds for Capitol 
riot defendants “is rooted in 
our society’s commitment 
to the presumption of inno- 
cence and the freedom for 
all individuals to hire private 
attorneys.” 
The 
government’s 
push 
for more fines comes as it 
reaches a milestone in the 
largest federal investiga- 
tion in American history: 
Just over 500 defendants 


have been sentenced for 
Jan. 6 crimes. 
Judges 
aren’t 
rubber- 
stamping 
prosecutors’ 
fine requests. Prosecutors 
sought a more than $70,000 
fine for Peter Schwartz, a 
Kentucky man who at- 
tacked police officers out- 
side the Capitol with pep- 
per spray and a chair. U.S. 
District Judge Amit Mehta 
sentenced Schwartz this 
month to more than 14 
years in prison — one of the 
longest so far in a Capitol 
riot case — but didn’t im- 
pose a fine. Prosecutors 
suspect Schwartz tried to 
profit from his fundraising 
campaign, “Patriot Pete 
Political Prisoner in DC.” But 
his lawyer, Dennis Boyle, 
said there is no evidence of 
that. The judge “basically 
said that if the money was 
being used for attorneys’ 
fees or other costs like that, 
there was no basis for a 
fine,” Boyle said. 
A jury convicted romance 
novel cover model John 
Strand of storming the Cap- 
itol with Dr. Simone Gold, a 
California physician who is 
a leading figure in the anti- 
vaccine movement. Now 
prosecutors 
are 
seeking 
a $50,000 fine on top of a 
prison term for Strand when 
a judge sentences him on 
Thursday. 
Strand has raised more 
than $17,300 for his legal 
defense without disclosing 
that he has a taxpayer- 
funded 
lawyer, 
accord- 
ing to prosecutors. They 
say 
Strand 
appears 
to 
have “substantial financial 
means,” living in a home 
that was purchased for 
more than $3 million last 
year. 
“Strand has raised, and 
continues to raise, money 
on his website based upon 
his false statements and 
misrepresentations on the 
events of January 6,” pros- 
ecutors wrote. 
Goodwyn, who appeared 
on 
Carlson’s 
show 
in 
March, is scheduled to be 
sentenced next month. De- 
fense lawyer Carolyn Stew- 
art described prosecutors 
as “demanding blood from 
a stone” in asking for the 
$25,000 fine.q

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 
dent Joe Biden lauded the 
sacrifice of generations of 
U.S. troops who “dared all 
and gave all” fighting for 
their country and called on 
Americans to ensure their 
“sacrifice was not in vain” in 
Memorial Day observances 
at Arlington National Cem- 
etery. 
Biden was joined at the tra- 
ditional wreath-laying cere- 
mony by first lady Jill Biden, 
Vice 
President 
Kamala 
Harris and Harris’ husband, 
Douglas Emhoff, for the 
155th National Memorial 
Day Observance. He had 
a moment of contempla- 
tion in front of the wreath, 
which was adorned with 
flowers and a red, white 
and blue bow, and then 
bowed his head in prayer. 
“We must never forget 
the price that was paid to 
protect our democracy,” 
Biden said later in an ad- 
dress at the Memorial Am- 
phitheater. “We must never 
forget the lives these flags, 
flowers and marble markers 
represent.” 
“Every year we remember,” 
he said. “And every year it 
never gets easier.” 
Monday’s federal holiday 
honoring America’s fallen 
service members came a 
day after Biden and Re- 


publican House Speaker 
Kevin McCarthy reached 
final agreement on a deal 
that would raise America’s 
debt limit and that now 
awaits approval by Con- 
gress. 
As it stands, the agree- 
ment would keep nonde- 
fense spending roughly flat 
in the 2024 fiscal year and 
increase it by 1% the fol- 
lowing year. The measure 
would allow for 3% defense 
growth that year, to $886 
billion, and then 1% the 
next year, to $895 billion. 


Biden has taken pride that 
his Democratic administra- 
tion has overseen a time of 
relative peace for the U.S. 
military after two decades 
of war in Afghanistan and 
Iraq. 
It’s been nearly 21 months 
since Biden ended the Unit- 
ed States’ longest war, in 
Afghanistan, making good 
on a campaign promise to 
end a 20-year-old “forever 
war” that cost the lives of 
more than 2,400 U.S. ser- 
vice members. 
The war in Afghanistan, 


however, ended in cha- 
otic and deadly fashion 
on Biden’s watch in August 
2021 with critics assailing 
the administration’s han- 
dling of the evacuation of 
some 
120,000 
American 
citizens, Afghans and oth- 
ers as poorly planned and 
badly executed. 
The Biden administration 
last month released a re- 
view of the last days of the 
war, largely blaming his 
Republican 
predecessor, 
President Donald Trump, 
and asserting that Biden 


was “severely constrained” 
by Trump’s decisions. 
The U.S. now finds itself 
leading a coalition of allies 
pouring tens of billions of 
dollars in military and eco- 
nomic aid into Ukraine as 
it tries to repel the Russian 
invasion, which appears to 
have no end in sight. 
While making clear that he 
has no desire for U.S. troops 
to enter the conflict, Biden 
has maintained that he 
sees the Russian effort to 
grab territory as an affront 
to international norms and 
has vowed to help Kyiv win, 
sending artillery, tanks and 
drones and recently agree- 
ing to allow allies to train 
Ukrainian military on Ameri- 
can F-16 jets. 
Biden connected the sacri- 
fices of some 400,000 Amer- 
icans buried at Arlington to 
the work of U.S. troops de- 
ployed around the world 
today, saying the impact of 
the fallen men and women 
“goes far beyond those si- 
lent stones” of the solemn 
burial ground. 
“We see it in the troops still 
standing sentinel on the 
Korean Peninsula, preserv- 
ing the peace side by side 
with allies. We see it in ev- 
ery base, every barrack, 
every vessel around the 
globe where our military 
proudly serves and stands 
as a force for good in the 
world.” q

Biden on Memorial Day lauds generations of fallen U.S. troops 


MOSCOW (AP) — Russia’s 
Interior Ministry on Mon- 
day issued an arrest war- 
rant for U.S. Sen. Lindsey 
Graham following his com- 
ments related to the fight- 
ing in Ukraine. In an edited 
video of his meeting on 
Friday with Ukrainian Presi- 
dent Volodymyr Zelenskyy 
that was released by Zel- 
enskyy’s office, Graham, 
a Republican from South 
Carolina, noted that “the 
Russians are dying” and 
described the U.S. military 
assistance to the country 
as “the best money we’ve 
ever spent.” 
While Graham appeared 


to have made the remarks 
in different parts of the con- 
versation, the short video 
by Ukraine’s presidential of- 
fice put them next to each 
other, causing outrage in 
Russia. Russian President 
Vladiir Putin’s spokesman 
Dmitry Peskov commented 
Sunday by saying that “it’s 
hard to imagine a greater 
shame for the country than 
having such senators.” 
The Investigative Commit- 
tee, the country’s top crimi- 
nal investigation agency, 
has moved to open a 
criminal 
inquiry 
against 
Graham, and the Interior 
Ministry followed up by issu- 


ing a warrant for his arrest 
as indicated Monday by its 
official record of wanted 
criminal suspects. 
Graham is among more 
than 200 U.S. members of 
Congress whom Moscow 
banned last year from en- 
tering Russia. 
Graham commented on 
Twitter, 
saying 
that 
“to 
know that my commitment 
to Ukraine has drawn the 
ire of Putin’s regime brings 
me immense joy.” 
“I will continue to stand with 
and for Ukraine’s freedom 
until every Russian soldier is 
expelled from Ukrainian ter- 
ritory,” he tweeted. q

Russia issues arrest warrant for Lindsey Graham over Ukraine 
comments 
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PARACHUTE, Colo. (AP) — 
A Colorado student barred 
from wearing a sash repre- 
senting the flags of Mexico 
and the United States to her 
high school graduation did 
so anyway, partially cover- 
ing it with another sash rep- 
resenting her participation 
in a service organization. 
“Always stand up for what 
you believe in,” Grand Val- 
ley High School graduate 
Naomi Peña Villasano told 
the Post Independent of 
Glenwood Springs, Colo- 
rado, after receiving her 
diploma on Saturday in 
the west-central Colorado 
town of Parachute. 
Peña Villasano’s case is 


the latest dispute in the U.S. 
about what kind of cultural 
graduation attire is allowed 
at commencement cer- 
emonies. 
Peña Villasano challenged 
school officials in court af- 
ter they said she would be 
banned from graduation 
ceremonies if she wore 
the sash that has stars and 
stripes on one side and a 
cactus, eagle and a ser- 
pent to represent the Mexi- 
can flag on the other side. 
A federal judge had ruled 
Friday that the school dis- 
trict could bar Peña Villa- 
sano from wearing the sash 
at graduation. 
However, with her flag sash 


partially covered with a 
gold Key Club International 
one, no one tried to stop 
Peña Villasano from cross- 
ing the stage to receive her 
diploma. 
School officials have said 
the policy of not allowing 
individual sashes at gradu- 
ation was “to protect the 
symbolic 
traditions 
that 
signify the graduates’ aca- 
demic 
accomplishments 
and services to the com- 
munity. Each stole, cord or 
pin worn over the gradu- 
ate’s 
gown 
symbolizes 
academic honors, school- 
sponsored activities and 
military 
enlistment,” 
the 
school said in a statement. 


The district says it will recon- 
sider its graduation sash 
policies before the Class of 
2024 graduates next spring. 
Similar 
disputes 
have 
played out across the U.S. 
during graduation season. 
A transgender girl skipped 
the graduation ceremony 
at her Mississippi high school 
this year after she was ban- 
ning her from wearing a 
dress to the ceremony. In 
Oklahoma, a Native Ameri- 
can graduate brought le- 
gal action against a school 
district this month for re- 
moving a feather, a sacred 
religious object, from her 
cap before the graduation 
ceremony in 2022.q

Colorado teen wears Mexican and U.S. flag sash to graduation

Officials in Iowa are making 
plans to demolish a six-story 
apartment building a day 
after it partially collapsed, 
injuring at least one person 
and displacing countless 
residents and business own- 
ers. No fatalities have been 
reported. 
City officials in Davenport, 
a city in eastern Iowa, said 
in a news release that the 
property owner was served 
Monday with an order for 
demolition of the building 
that was once the Daven- 
port Hotel. Residents were 
not being allowed back 
inside to remove their be- 
longings due to the build- 
ing’s unstable condition. 
“The property is currently 
being secured by a con- 
tractor on site this afternoon 
and demolition is expected 
to commence in the morn- 
ing,” the statement said. 
The cause of the col- 
lapse was not immediately 
known. 
News of the collapse didn’t 
surprise Schlaan Murray, a 
former resident, who told 
The Associated Press that 
his one-year stay there was 
“a nightmare.” 
Murray, 46, moved into his 
apartment in February 2022 
and almost immediately 
began having issues. The 
heat and air conditioner 
didn’t 
work, 
and 
there 
were plumbing problems in 


the bathroom. 
He made multiple calls to 
the 
management 
com- 
pany, and rarely got a re- 
sponse. Occasionally, he 
said, a maintenance per- 
son would stop by but nev- 
er completely fix the prob- 
lem. 
“They would come in and 
put some caulk on it,” he 
said. “But it needed more 
than that. They didn’t fix 
stuff, they just patched it 
up.” 
He questions how the build- 
ing passed inspections. 
“It was horrible,” Murray 
said, adding that he felt 


the conditions were so bad 
that he didn’t want to bring 
his children to his apart- 
ment. 
Murray said he moved out 
a month before his lease 
was up in March, and still 
hasn’t received his security 
deposit. 
He said that while the build- 
ing’s conditions were de- 
plorable, many residents 
were like him and had a 
difficult time coming up 
with first and last month’s 
rent, plus a security deposit, 
to move to another apart- 
ment. 
Meanwhile, firefighters and 


other first responders are 
being credited with saving 
lives — at great risk to their 
own personal safety, offi- 
cials said during a Monday 
morning news conference. 
“When something like this 
happens here, and trag- 
edy strikes, our responders 
immediately do their work 
and their job and I can’t 
thank them enough,” May- 
or Mike Matson said. 
Fire Chief Michael Carl- 
sten said workers and K-9 
units searched for survivors 
throughout the night and 
rescued one person from 
the building bringing the 


total number of people 
rescued by fire officials 
to eight. An additional 12 
people were escorted out 
by fire crews when they first 
responded to the collapse 
on Sunday evening. 
“No known individuals are 
trapped in that facility,” 
Carlsten said. Authorities 
have not released how 
many people were injured 
or provided details on the 
nature of their injuries. Carl- 
sten did say that the person 
who was rescued overnight 
was in the hospital. 
The building collapsed just 
before 5 p.m. Sunday. Carl- 
sten said the back of the 
complex had separated 
from the mixed-use build- 
ing, which houses both 
apartments and business- 
es. Authorities also found a 
gas leak in the building af- 
ter the collapse. 
Officials switched from a 
search and rescue mission 
to a recovery mission late 
Monday morning. 
Rich Oswald, City of Dav- 
enport director of develop- 
ment and neighborhood 
services, said at a news 
conference 
on 
Sunday 
that work was being done 
on the building’s exterior at 
the time of the collapse. 
Reports of bricks falling 
from the building earlier 
this week were part of that 
work and the building’s 
owner had a permit for the 
project, Oswald said. q

BANGKOK (AP) — Law en- 
forcement officials in Thai- 


land said Monday they 
seized more than a ton of 
crystal methamphetamine 
in a southern province last 
week that they believed 


was bound for Australia. 
Officials from police and 
the Narcotics Control Board 
announced that the 1.2 
metric tons (2,646 pounds) 
of the drug, also known 
as “ice,” likely came from 
Thailand’s northern border 
region, which is part of the 
Golden Triangle where the 
borders of Myanmar, Laos 
and Thailand meet. 
Myanmar is a major pro- 
ducer 
of 
methamphet- 
amine, which over the past 
decade has become the 
dominant illegal drug in 
Southeast Asia for both do- 
mestic consumption and 
export, supplanting opium 
and its refined product, 
heroin. Decades of politi- 
cal instability have made 
Myanmar’s frontier regions 
largely lawless and exploit- 


ed by drug producers and 
traffickers. 
The U.N. Office on Drugs 
and Crime warned in a re- 
port in May last year that 
the production and traf- 
ficking of synthetic drugs 
such 
as 
methamphet- 
amine is burgeoning in the 
region. It said the number 
of 
methamphetamine 
tablets seized in East and 
Southeast Asia exceeded 
a billion for the first time in 
2021. 
The 
methamphetamine 
seized last Wednesday in 
Songkhla province was dis- 
guised as packages of tea. 
Officials announced at a 
news conference that the 
three suspects believed to 
be transporting the drug 
had escaped. making it 
hard to know the traffick- 


ers’ plans. 
Wichai Chaimongkol, the 
secretary general of the 
Narcotics Control Board, 
said the authorities had 
hoped to track the drugs 
to their destination in Aus- 
tralia in order to arrest 
higher-ranking 
members 
of the trafficking gang, but 
the three suspected smug- 
glers in Songkhla became 
aware that they were be- 
ing watched. 
Thai officials believe the 
drugs, hidden in a house 
and two pickup trucks, 
were 
to 
be 
smuggled 
to Australia by sea, said 
Wichai. 
Drugs that were seized in 
recent raids, including in 
Bangkok in March and 
April, also were supposedly 
bound for Australia.q

PARIS (AP) — A United Na- 
tions committee met in Par- 
is Monday to work on what 
is intended to be a land- 
mark treaty to bring an end 
to global plastic pollution, 
but there is little agreement 
yet on what the outcome 
should be. 
The 
Intergovernmental 
Negotiating 
Committee 
for Plastics is charged with 
developing the first inter- 
national, 
legally 
binding 
treaty on plastic pollution, 
including in the marine en- 
vironment. This is the sec- 
ond of five meetings due 
to take place to complete 
the negotiations by the 
end of 2024. 
At the first meeting, held 
six months ago in Uruguay, 
some countries pressed for 
global mandates, some for 
national solutions and oth- 
ers for both. 
Because it’s an extremely 
short timeline for treaty ne- 
gotiations, experts say that 
in this second session it’s 
critical that decisions are 
made about the objec- 
tives and scope of the text 
such as what kind of plas- 
tics it will focus on. But that 
is easier said than done. 
Over 2,000 participants, in- 


cluding governments and 
observers, from nearly 200 
countries have descended 
on the meeting hosted at 
the Paris-based U.N. cultur- 
al agency, UNESCO. 
One fundamental issue be- 
ing 
considered 
Monday 
is the system of voting on 
decisions for each nation, 
which has already pro- 
duced lively debate and 
delays in the plenary ses- 
sions that are due to end 
Friday. 


Humanity produces more 
than 430 million tons of 
plastic annually, two-thirds 
of which are short-lived 
products that soon be- 
come waste, filling the 
ocean and, often, working 
their way into the human 
food chain, the United Na- 
tions Environment Program 
said in April. Plastic waste 
produced globally is set 
to almost triple by 2060, 
with about half ending up 
in landfill and under a fifth 


recycled, according to the 
Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Develop- 
ment. 
The treaty could focus on 
human health and the en- 
vironment, as desired by 
the self-named “high ambi- 
tion coalition” of countries, 
led by Norway and Rwan- 
da, with limits on plastic 
production and restrictions 
on some of the chemicals 
used in plastics. The coali- 
tion is committed to an in- 


ternational, legally binding 
instrument to end plastic 
pollution by 2040. It says 
that this is necessary to pro- 
tect human health and the 
environment while helping 
to restore biodiversity and 
curb climate change. 
Alternatively, 
the 
treaty 
could have a more limited 
scope to address plastic 
waste and scale up recy- 
cling, as some of the plas- 
tic-producing and oil and 
gas exporters want. Most 
plastic is made from fossil 
fuels. Countries supporting 
this plan include the United 
States, Saudi Arabia and 
China. The U.S. delegation 
in Uruguay said national 
plans would allow govern- 
ments to prioritize the most 
important 
sources 
and 
types of plastic pollution. 
Many plastics and chemi- 
cal companies want this 
approach, too, with a plas- 
tic waste treaty that priori- 
tizes recycling. 
The International Council of 
Chemical Associations, the 
World Plastics Council, the 
American Chemistry Coun- 
cil and other companies 
that make, use and recycle 
plastics say they want an 
agreement that eliminates 
plastic pollution while “re- 
taining the societal benefits 
of plastics.” q

SAN SALVADOR, El Salva- 
dor (AP) — A judge sen- 
tenced former El Salvador 
President Mauricio Funes to 
14 years in prison Monday 
for negotiating with gangs 
during his administration. 
Funes’ trial began in April 
with the former leader living 
in Nicaragua. El Salvador 
changed its laws last year 
to allow trials in absentia. 
Prosecutors had accused 
Funes of illicit association 
and failure to perform his 
duties for the gang truce 
negotiated in 2012. Funes 
had denied negotiating 
with the gangs or giving 
their leaders any privileges. 
Funes’ former Security Min- 
ister Gen. David Munguía 
Payes was sentenced to 
18 years in prison for his in- 


volvement in the negotia- 
tions. 
Munguía Payes said after 
the sentencing that the trial 
was full of irregularities. 
“I consider myself a politi- 
cal prisoner, for only having 
served as the ex-minister 
of President Funes. They 
accuse me of a series of 
accusations that have no 
foundation,” he said. 
Funes’ sentence was the 
sum of eight years for illicit 
association and six years for 
failure to perform duties. 
Funes is the second former 
Salvadoran president sen- 
tenced to prison for illegal 
activity during his adminis- 
tration. In 2018, former Pres- 
ident Tony Saca was sen- 
tenced to 10 years in prison 
after pleading guilty to di- 
verting more than $300 mil- 
lion in state funds. He was 


Funes’ predecessor, gov- 
erning from 2004 to 2009. 
Prosecutors say the gang 
negotiations were aimed 
at getting the country’s 
powerful street gangs to 
lower the homicide rate 
in exchange for benefits 
to the gangs’ imprisoned 
leaders. 
El Salvador has pursued 
Funes, 64, who governed 
from 2009 to 2014, for other 
alleged crimes in at least a 
half dozen cases. Nicara- 
gua gave him citizenship in 
2019. 
In 2015, El Salvador’s Su- 
preme Court ruled that the 
gangs are terrorist organi- 
zations. 
Current 
President 
Nayib 
Bukele has been accused 
of engaging in the same 
kind of negotiations with 
the gangs. 


In December 2021, the U.S. 
Treasury said that Bukele’s 
government secretly nego- 
tiated a truce with leaders 
of the country’s powerful 
street gangs. Imprisoned 


gang leaders were alleg- 
edly given privileges in ex- 
change for slowing down 
killings and for giving po- 
litical support to Bukele’s 
party. q

ize those who identify as 
LGBTQ, a key concern for 
some rights campaigners 
who condemned an earlier 
draft of the legislation as 
an egregious attack on hu- 
man rights. 
But the new law still pre- 
scribes the death penalty 
for 
“aggravated 
homo- 
sexuality,” which is defined 
as cases of sexual relations 
involving people infected 
with HIV, as well as with mi- 
nors and other categories 
of vulnerable people. 
A suspect convicted of “at- 
tempted aggravated ho- 
mosexuality” can be impris- 
oned for up to 14 years, ac- 
cording to the legislation. 
Parliamentary Speaker Ani- 
ta Among said in a state- 


ment that the president 
had “answered the cries of 
our people” in signing the 
bill. 
“With a lot of humility, I 
thank my colleagues the 
Members 
of 
Parliament 
for withstanding all the 
pressure from bullies and 
doomsday conspiracy the- 


orists in the interest of our 
country,” 
the 
statement 
said. Museveni had re- 
turned the bill to the nation- 
al assembly in April, asking 
for changes that would dif- 
ferentiate between identi- 
fying as LGBTQ and actual- 
ly engaging in homosexual 
acts. That angered some 


lawmakers, including some 
who feared the president 
would proceed to veto the 
bill amid international pres- 
sure. Lawmakers passed an 
amended version of the bill 
earlier in May. 
LGBTQ rights campaigners 
say the new legislation is 
unnecessary in a country 


where homosexuality has 
long been illegal under a 
colonial-era law criminaliz- 
ing sexual activity “against 
the order of nature.” The 
punishment for that offense 
is life imprisonment. 
The U.S. has warned of 
economic consequences 
over legislation described 
by Amnesty International 
as “draconian and overly 
broad.” 
The U.N. Human Rights Of- 
fice said Monday it was 
“appalled that the dra- 
conian and discriminatory 
anti-gay bill is now law,” 
describing the legislation 
as “a recipe for systematic 
violations of the rights” of 
LGBTQ people and others. 
In a joint statement Mon- 
day, the leaders of the 
U.N. AIDS program, the 
U.S. President’s Emergency 
Plan for AIDS Relief and 
the Global Fund said they 
were “deeply concerned 
about 
the 
harmful 
im- 
pact” of the legislation on 
public health and the HIV 
response.”Uganda’s prog- 
ress on its HIV response is 
now in grave jeopardy,” 
the statement said. q

NASHVILLE, Tenn. (AP) — 
Singer-songwriter Tyler Hub- 
bard was fully prepared 
to hang up his boots so to 
speak when his duo partner 
in Florida Georgia Line, Bri- 
an Kelley, said he wanted 
to go solo. 
The pair had been togeth- 
er more than a decade, 
and whether you were a 
fan of their bro country 
sound or not, their music 
(“Cruise,” “Meant To Be,” 
“Round Here”) set the tone 
for a generation of coun- 
try fans. Hubbard, who 
had notched more than a 
dozen hits as a songwriter 
for FGL and other artists 
like Jason Aldean, thought 
he’d focus on just writing 
for other artists. 
“That’s a really big transition 
in one’s career, 10 years or 
12 years, and to say we’re 
going to pivot right now,” 
Hubbard said. 
“I didn’t expect it to come 
then. And it took me a min- 
ute, you know, it really did. 
But we were also in the mid- 
dle of a pandemic. And so 
I didn’t have a choice any- 
way.” But the COVID-19 
pandemic made him real- 
ize that his need to perform 
and record was as strong 
as ever. Now a year after 
launching his solo career, 
Hubbard has reintroduced 
himself to fans with two No. 


1 songs and a debut re- 
cord. 
“I’m thankful that (Brian) 
had the courage to step 
into this new space and to 
make that decision that ul- 
timately kind of pushed me 
to make the same decision 
and lead me to where I’m 
at now,” said Hubbard. 
Both Kelley and Hubbard 
have said there’s no bad 
blood between them and 
that FGL isn’t breaking up, 
but rather “taking a break.” 
Now the two seem set on 
exploring music that they 
couldn’t make together. 


Kelley, 
the 
Florida-born 
singer, has been exploring 
his coastal country music, 
while Hubbard’s self-titled 
solo debut record released 
in January gave him an op- 
portunity to reflect on his 
personal life, being a fa- 
ther and a husband and 
his faith. But Hubbard ac- 
knowledges that there’s 
always 
skepticism 
when 
an artist goes solo after un- 
precedented success in a 
group or band. The Geor- 
gia-born singer took that as 
a challenge. 
“I had quite a few people 


tell me that it couldn’t be 
done and that I should def- 
initely continue with FGL,” 
Hubbard said. 
“And it sort of lit a spark in 
me, a fire.” Hubbard’s two 
singles, the platinum-cer- 
tified “5 Foot 9,” about his 
wife and “Dancin’ in the 
Country,” which was co- 
written with Keith Urban, 
show that fans haven’t 
forgotten Hubbard, or pos- 
sibly that he’s changing 
minds of people who never 
considered themselves FGL 
fans. Producer and song- 
writer Jordan Schmidt was 


the first person signed to 
Hubbard and Kelley’s pub- 
lishing company Tree Vibez, 
and he recalls that they in- 
stilled in him a strong work 
ethic. The duo would bring 
their writers out on a bus 
with them as they toured 
and spend time before or 
after shows just writing and 
creating songs. 
So Schmidt was a natural 
fit as a co-producer and 
co-writer for Hubbard’s solo 
album. 
“Naturally it’s going to be 
different, he’s calling all 
the shots,” said Schmidt. 
“But in the grand scheme, 
it’s the same mentality and 
work ethic he had with FGL 
in terms of ‘I want to write 
songs that move the nee- 
dle.’ 
He’s still putting out songs 
that do sound unique and 
different, just like ‘Cruise’ 
back in the day.” 
And he’s putting in his dues 
just like any newer act. Hub- 
bard opened for Urban on 
his tour last fall and is hitting 
the festivals and fairs this 
summer, a somewhat dif- 
ferent vibe from the high- 
energy, big pyro arena 
shows of Florida Georgia 
Line. 
“I’ve really enjoyed be- 
ing able to strip it back 
and play these smaller 
shows and really have lit- 
tle to no production,” said 
Hubbard.q

Ryan Reynolds’ Wrexham secures its latest Hollywood linkup

PARIS (AP) — Pretty much 
everyone expects to see, 
and likely wants to see, 
Carlos Alcaraz and Novak 
Djokovic face each other in 
the French Open semifinals. 
There’s work to be done 
first, of course, and both 
began their journeys at Ro- 
land Garros with straight-set 
victories Monday against 
opponents making Grand 
Slam debuts. 
These were supposed to be 
straightforward 
chances 
to ease into the clay-court 
tournament for the two 
popular picks to win the 
men’s trophy and it turned 
out that way, other than a 
brief late blip for each. 
Djokovic, a 22-time major 
champ seeded No. 3, was 
up first in Court Philippe 
Chatrier, 
facing 
114th- 
ranked Aleksandar Kova- 
cevic, a 24-year-old from 
New York. Djokovic served 
for the victory at 5-4 in the 
third set but got broken 
there. Not surprisingly, he 
quickly righted himself and 
won 6-3, 6-2, 7-6 (1). 
“Made me work for my vic- 
tory,” Djokovic said. 


“I played really well and 
held things under control 
for 2 1/2 sets and then lost 
my serve and things got a 
little bit on a wrong side for 
me,” said the 36-year-old 
Serb, who can break the 
men’s mark for most Slam 
titles he currently shares 
with Rafael Nadal, the 14- 
time French Open winner 
sidelined by a bad hip. 
“But I managed to hold my 
nerves and played pretty 
much a perfect tiebreak.” 
Next came Alcaraz, a one- 
time major champ seeded 
No. 1, in Court Suzanne Len- 
glen, facing 159th-ranked 
qualifier Flavio Cobolli, a 
21-year-old from Florence, 
Italy. Alcaraz held three 
match 
points 
to 
close 
things at 5-3 in the third set 
but couldn’t convert, then 
found himself at 5-all min- 
utes later. Not surprisingly, 
he quickly righted himself 
and won 6-0, 6-2, 7-5. 
Before the start of the tour- 
nament, Djokovic called 
Alcaraz the logical pick to 
take the trophy, given his 
recent form on clay: 21-2 as 
of Monday, with three titles. 
Hard to argue. 
On the other hand, Djokov- 


ic also noted that he loves 
the best-of-five-set format 
of majors and not-so-ac- 
cidentally mentioned the 
22-1 gap in such champi- 
onships. 
Other seeded men ad- 
vancing on Day 2 in Paris in- 
cluded No. 12 Frances Tia- 
foe, No. 14 Cam Norrie, No. 
15 Borna Coric, No. 18 Alex 
de Minaur, No. 19 Roberto 
Bautista Agut and No. 26 
Denis Shapovalov. Among 
the seeded women mov- 
ing into the second round: 
No. 5 Caroline Garcia, No. 
14 Beatriz Haddad Maia, 
No. 20 Madison Keys and 
No. 22 Donna Vekic. 
Seeds on the way out in- 
cluded No. 12 Belinda Ben- 
cic and No. 16 Karolina 
Pliskova in the women’s 
bracket and No. 10 Felix 
Auger-Aliassime and No. 25 
Botic Van de Zandschulp in 
the men’s. Part of the group 
of past Grand Slam cham- 
pions who won Monday 
were Stan Wawrinka and 
Sloane Stephens. Wawrin- 
ka edged Albert Ramos- 
Vinolas 7-6 (5), 6-4, 6-7 (2), 
1-6, 6-4 across more than 
4 1/2 hours, while 2017 U.S. 
Open title winner Stephens 


defeated two-time major 
finalist Pliskova 6-0, 6-4. 
“One of the big reasons 
why I keep playing is to re- 
live those emotions. It was 
special today again to be 
here, a lot of support, a lot 
of fans here. It helped me

Juggling the demands of 
parenthood with those of a 
professional sports career is 
just one of myriad challeng- 
es female athletes face in 
an industry that also has 
been rife with pay dispari- 
ties, harassment and bully- 
ing in the 27 years since the 
WNBA, the first women’s 
professional sports league, 
was formed. 
The issue once again drew

denied 
bullying 
Hamby; she said the player 
wasn’t traded to the Los 
Angeles Sparks because 
she was pregnant. The 
trade, she said, had “every- 
thing to do with freeing up 
money to sign free agents.” 
Still, Hammon said she may 
have made a “misstep” by 
asking Hamby at one point 
about her pregnancy, and 
she indicated that the rules 
in the WNBA “regarding 
pregnant players and how 
that looks within an organi- 
zation” have to be better 
defined, shining a light on 
the balancing act of hav- 
ing a family and maintain- 
ing a professional sports ca- 
reer. Women have never 
been formally banned from 
the WNBA for getting preg- 
nant; in fact, the first player 
to sign with the league in 
1997, Sheryl Swoopes, was 
expecting when she did 
so. But pregnant athletes 
have 
encountered 
atti- 
tudes ranging from am- 
bivalent to outright hostile 
from 
leagues, 
coaches, 


fellow players and sponsors 
throughout the years. 
As recently as 2019, Olym- 
pic runners Allyson Felix and 
Kara Goucher spoke out 
against Nike for slashing 
their pay and then drop- 
ping them for becoming 
pregnant. And it’s taken 
years for professional wom- 
en’s leagues to provide 
their athletes with the sup- 
port systems they need to 
balance their family and 
career obligations. 
“I’ve 
been 
walking 
on 
eggshells as a mom in this 
league since Day 1,” said 
McDonald, who last week 
announced 
her 
second 
pregnancy. 
McDonald said that back 
in 2012, she trained up un- 
til two weeks before giving 
birth; it wasn’t until last year 
that players in the league 
were 
guaranteed 
paid 
maternity leave. Arizona 
State’s Thorne told the AP 
she once returned to work 
just two days after giving 
birth. “We’re light years 
ahead of where we were, 
you know, 20-some years 
ago in terms of people un- 
derstanding that they have 
to support women’s rights,” 
Thorne said. Still, “there is 
pressure on you as the ath- 
lete, as the coach, as that 
person, that woman either 


starting their family or hav- 
ing kids, to get back to their 
job” soon after giving birth. 
Under the WNBA’s most 
recent collective bargain- 
ing agreement, which was 
ratified in 2020, league 
members receive their full 
salary while on maternity 
leave, though each player 
has to individually negoti- 
ate the length of her leave. 
During the season, players 
with children under 13 can 
receive up to $5,000 a year 
for child care, and a paid- 
for 
two-bedroom 
apart- 
ment. 
A small number of elite, 
veteran athletes who have 
played eight or more sea- 
sons can be reimbursed 
up to $20,000 per year for 
costs directly related to 
adoption, surrogacy, egg 
freezing or other fertility 
treatments. Per player, the 
amount is capped at a to- 
tal of $60,000. Compared 
to other industries, this is a 
progressive offering that 
is inclusive of LGBTQ+ ath- 
letes. “There’s always this 
little asterisk, that it has to 
be after your eighth year of 
service to get” fertility ben- 
efits, said four-time WNBA 
All-Star Breanna Stewart, 
who plays for the New York 
Liberty and has a 2-year-old 
daughter with her wife.q

Pregnancy and sports a challenging 
combination for female professional athletes 


LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) — 
Horse 
racing’s 
oversight 
authority will hold an emer- 
gency 
summit 
Tuesday 
with Churchill Downs, Ken- 
tucky’s racing commission 
and HISA veterinary teams 
to review information and 
analysis in the wake of 12 
horse fatalities in the past 
month at the home of the 
Kentucky Derby. 
The Horseracing Integrity 
and Safety Authority (HISA) 
announced Monday that it 


will also send track super- 
intendent Dennis Moore 
for a second independent 
analysis of the training and 
surfaces. HISA equine safe- 
ty and welfare director Jen- 
nifer Durenberger will pro- 
vide additional veterinary 
expertise and oversight of 
horses at Churchill Downs. 
The 
review 
will 
begin 
Wednesday, a HISA release 
on Monday stated. CEO 
Lisa Lazarus and track safe- 
ty director Ann McGovern 


will visit the track to receive 
analysis results and suggest 
follow-up. 
Seven horses died from 
training or racing injuries at 
Churchill Downs leading up 
to the 149th Kentucky Der- 
by on May 6, including two 
on the undercard. Gelding 
Lost in Limbo and mare Kim- 
berley Dream, both 7-year- 
olds, were euthanized after 
sustaining similar leg injuries 
over the weekend at the 
track.q
